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REPORT OF SELECTMEN 

The balance in the Town Treasury carried over from a year 
ago has been slightly increased, because of reduced expenditures 
in nearly all branches of the Town business and in spite of a 
much lower Town Tax. 

There has been a continued improvement this year in the 
families formerly aided by the Town. Increased employment 
has made it possible to remove their names from the assistance 
rolls 

The State Department of Public Welfare, through aid to 
dependent children, has made monthly grants to four families. 

Total payments of Old Age Assistance to persons in Proctor 
during 1943 amounted to $2,546.00. 

For the last few years it has proved uneconomical for private 
enterprise to maintain truck equipment suitable to take care of 
the plowing of snow from the highway. It therefore was neces- 
sary for the Town to acquire suitable equipment and a large 
truck previously rented for this purpose was purchased. 

We wash to express our sincere appreciation for the utmost 
cooperation of Miss Sarah B. Humphrey as Town Clerk and 
Treasurer and Clerk of our Board. Miss Humphrey resigned 
these offices January 1, 1944 after serving with efficiency and 
ability since 1931. 

Being fortunate in securing such a splendid photograph as 
appears on the cover of this report we have; omitted printing 
the Honor Roll as in past years. We extend our heartfelt grati- 
tude to those citizens and former residents of Proctor who are 
serving Our Country in the Armed Forces. We honor Fiori 
Manganelli, who gave his life, and David Hunter, missing in 
action. 

We express our appreciation to the citizens of Proctor and 
to the Federal and State Officials. It is through their cooperation 
that we have been successful in completing another year of 
progress.

HIGHWAY COMMISSIONER'S REPORT 

It has been possible to maintain the Highways, and keep 
them in good condition, in spite of the limited help that, has been 
available. An application of tar was given to Market Street, 
Taylor Avenue, West Street, School Street, North Street and 
Florence Road. A short section of the Florence Road was re- 
surfaced with screened gravel. 

The unusual heavy snow storm in late November taxed our 
entire equipment and personnel. Much that usually could be 
done promptly was delayed by the duration of the storm and the 
condition of the ground under the snow. Xo equipment could 
withstand all the conditions that were produced. Breakdowns had 
to be considered during all operations and care taken to keep 
them from becoming serious. 

Until there is more help available, only required main- 
tenance can be expected.

Our community was faced with a great and serious loss by 
the sudden death on March 27th of Dr. Thomas H. Hack. He 
served faithfully for many years as Health Officer. His service 
and devotion to those of this community will long be remembered. 

One ease of Scarlet fever was fully quarantined and 92 
homes were placed under modified quarantine for the following- 
diseases:

The Proctor Parent-Teacher Association again sponsored 
a pre-school clinic with Dr. Black's assistance. There were 24 
children successfully vaccinated against Small Pox and 18 
children were given diphtheria toxiod.

The legal voters in Town Meeting of the Town of Proctor, Vermont, are 
hereby notified and warned to meet at the Village Hall in the Village of Proctor, 
on Tuesday, the 7th day of March, A. D. 1944 at 1:00 o'clock P.M., Eastern 
War Time, to vote on the following matters, to wit: 

1. To choose a Moderator to govern said meeting. 

2. To vote on the following questions: 

Shall licenses for the sale of malt and vinous beverages be granted 

in this town? 
Shall spirituous liquors be sold in this town? 

3. To hear and act upon the reports of the Town Officers. 

4. To see if the Town will empower and authorize the Selectmen to 
appoint one or two Road Commissioners. 

5. To choose the necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 

6. To see if the Town will vote to raise more than twenty cents on the 
dollar Highway tax as required by law, and to take advantage of the provisions 
of No. 101 of the Acts of 1937. 

7. To see if the Town will vote to raise money by taxation or otherwise 
to pay current expenses, such State taxes as are required by law and the 
indebtedness of the Town. 

8. To see when the taxes voted and State taxes assessed shall be 
payable. 

9. To see if the Town will vote to accept the provisions of Section 785 
to 791, as amended, inclusive, of the Public Laws, for the collection of taxes 
by the Town Treasurer. 

10. To see if the Town will vote any compensation to Town Officers. 

11. To see if the Town, under the provisions of Section 4428 of the 
Public Laws, will vote to contract with the Proctor Free Library to furnish 
books to the inhabitants of the Town free and to appropriate money therefor. 

12. To see if the Town will vote to sell the whole or any part of the Elm 
St. Property, so called, conveyed to the Town of Proctor by Vermont Marble 
Company by deed dated December 16, 1938, and to appoint an agent to deed 
the same. 

13. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow 
money for the temporary use of the town. 

14. To see if the Town will vote to defray expenses of surety bonds 
where bonds are required by law. 

15. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate money for the care and 
embellishment of the Riverside Cemetery, and if so, how much. 

16. Will the Town authorize the Auditors of the Town to employ the 
services of an Accountant from the office of the Auditor of Accounts, as pro- 
vided in Ko. 55 of the Acts of 1937, to conduct an audit of the accounts of 
the Town. 

17. To see if the Town will vote to concur' with the Village for a joint 
Budget Committee. 

18. To transact any other business that may legally come before said 
meeting.
